"During tie conUnuance of the 


bituminous coal strike even'

will' be made by the railroads in the 
Allegheny region in the distribution 
of coal on thefr'lmes to protect in- 
dustries against shutting down and 
guarding against idleness to the great- 
est extent possible* 


"To this end, however, the utmost 


care TV ill bo exercised in the granting 
of permits for the delivery ot coal 
under the priority order of the United 
S'a.'es Fuel Administrator. A regional 
coal committee, terminal committees 
at the large terminal points and com- 
mittees on individual railroads have 
been created. It mil be the duty ot 
these organizations to see thai the or- 
ders of the Fuel Administration, the 
execution of which_ha3 been.delegated 
to"tfie"United States Railroad adminis- 
tration, are strictly and judicious!} 
carried out. The method of procedure 
to be followed in order to secure coal 
is that all applications for coal for 
commercial consumers must be made 
through the local freight agent of the 
railroao which will make the delivery 
This application must show complete 
and accurate information with respect 
to the preferred nature of tbe require- 
ments and amount of coal which the 
applicant has on hand 
Also 
the 


amount required for the preferred use 
together with the rate of consumption 
and tbe kind and size of coal desired. 
The railroad freight agent, being 
familiar with the conditions prevail- 
ing at the plant of the applicant, will 
r^ake his recommendation and pass 
the application on to the coal commit- 
tee of the railroad, which will make 
Je'.ivo.y. 


"With its approval the application 


will then be forwarded to the regional 
coal committee for final authorization 
and granting-of the permit. To secure 
coal for inlund and coastwise ship- 
ping, the same method of procedure 
will have to be followed.
